computer application: 

obtaining pasting reference information from the second computer application: and 
automatically pasting the pasting reference information to the second computer 
application.

2. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the pasting reference 
information includes at least one farther comprising appending one or mor e descriptive label[s] 
that identifies the pasted reference information, wherein the descriptive label includes a heading 
related to the pasted reference information, to tho additional refer e nce information rolatcd to the 
data in response to pasting th o ad ditional r e f e r e nc e information to - the second comput e r 
application . 

3, (Currently amended) The method of claim 2. wherein the at least one d escriptive 
label relates to at least one member of a group comprising: appending comprises appending on e 
or mor e descriptiv e lab e l s rolat od - to at least one of , the date the data was copied, the time the 
data was copied, the date the data was pasted, the time the data was pasted, the identity of the 
user who copied the data, the identity of the user who pasted the data, the identity of the last user 
who edited the data, the last date that the data was edited, the last time that the data was edited, 
and e* the location of the data in a document- 
al. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein obtaininp^pastingj-eference 

information from the second computer application includes obtaining the pasting reference 
information from a memory of the second computer application, further comprising generating 
th e addit -i enal reference - information r e lated to th e data. 

5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherei n obtaining pasting reference 
information from the second computer application includes, the. second computer application 
accessing another computer application to obtain at least one member of a group comprising: 
obtaining the additional referenc e information related to th e data comprises copying - ^om - tfae 
oth e r source to the memory at l e a s t on e of the date the data was copied, the time the data was 
i copied, the identity of the user who copied the data, the identity of the last user who edited the 
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data, the last date that the data was edited, of and the last time that the data was edited, the 
location of the data in a document 

6. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein copying the reference information 
related to the data comprises copying from the first computer application to the memory meta- 
data related ro the data. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein copying the reference information 
related to the data comprises copying from the first computer application to the memory 
properties related to the data. 

8. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein pasting the pasting 
reference information related to the data comprises pasting from the memory of the second 
computer application at least one member of a group comprising: eno - of th e sourc e of th e data, 
the date the data was pasted, the time the data was pasted, the identity of the user who pasted the 
data, the author of th e da t a ; the identity of the last user who edited the data, the last date that the 
data was edited, and the last time that the data was edite d, the location ofrtho data in a document, 
or th e title of tho dooumcnt from which the data wag copied . 

9. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein pasting the reference information 
related to the data comprises pasting from the memory to the second computer application meta- 
data related to the data. 

1 0. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein pasting the reference information 
related to the data comprises pasting from the memory to the second computer application 
properties related to the data. 
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1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein pasting the reference information 
related to the data comprises pasting the reference information adjacent to the data in a document 
of the second computer application. 

12. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein obtaining pasting 
reference information from the second computer applicatio n includes the second computer 
application copying the pasting reference information from a third computer application and 
pasting the pasting reference information in the second computer application so that the p asting 
reference information can be review along with the refere n ce information, further comprising: 

in TOOponrse to pasting tho data to th e second computer application, copying the additional 
reference information - related to fee data from a third comput e r 
application to tho memory; and 

pa s ting th o ad ditional reforonoo information from tho memory to th e s e cond oomputer 
application go that the additional roforonoe information can bo reviewed along with tho reference 
i nformation related to the data. 

13. (Currently amended) The method of claim 12, wherein the pasting reference 
information includes at least one member of a group comprising: eopying th e additional 
re ference information comprises copying from tho third comput e r application to tho memory at 
least one of the date the data was copied, the time the data was copied, the date the data was 
pasted, and of the time the data was pasted.

provides instructions to the processing unit, wherein the processing unit, responsive to the 
instructions, operates for: 

setting, on the computer application, copy data characteristics of data, wherein the 
copy data characteristics indicate characteristics of data that identify when reference 
information related to the data is automatically pasted to a second document; 
copying the data from a first document to the memory; 

copying reference information from the first document and related to the data to 
the memory; 

pasting the data from the memory to a the second document; 

bv accessing the copy data characteristics of data of the computer application, 
determining when the data characteristics of the copied data indicate that reference 
information related to the data is automatically pasted to the second document; 

automatically pasting the reference information related to the data from the 
memory to the second document when the data characteristics of the copied data 
indicates that reference information related to the data is automatically pasted to the 
second document: 

omitting the reference information when the data characteristics of the copied data 
does not indicate that reference information related to the data is automatically pasted to 
the second document: 

obtaining pasting reference information from the second document: and 

automatically pasting the pasting reference information to the second document.

the identity of the user who pasted the data, tho author - of the data, the identity of the last user 
who edited the data, the last date that the data was edited, and the last time that the data was 
edited^ th e location of th e- data in tho first document, or the title of the compilation from which 
the data was copi e d . 

24. (Currently amended) The computer system of claim 18. wherein obtaining 
pasting reference information from the second document includes the computer application

46. (New) The system of claim 18, wherein the copy data characteristics include at 
least one member of a group comprising: a predetermined data size, a predetermined data 
amount, and a predetermined type of data. 

47. (New) The method of claim 29, wherein the reference information includes an 
active link.
